stupid conceit of an ignorant, blundcring felon, to 
cover her own iniquities, and direct the popular sus- 
picions on the wrong scent. At first, amid the gen- 
cral bewilderment of the original alarm, no one se- 
riously doubted her story. But subsequently, amid 
the still greater bewilderment of the awful tragedy 
disclosed, suspicion began slowly to point towards 
the servant girl herself. And tho more the subject 
was discussed, with all its attendaut facts and circum- 
stances, the more definitely did that suspicion point 
its accusing finger. Neighbors, relatives and friends 
congregated about the bloody theatre, conferring, 
investigating, collecting evidence, and putting toge- 
ther “ confirmations strong as proof of Holy Writ,” 
till at last the cloud clearly lifted, and revealed the 
Irish servant girl as the real murdercss, with the dis- 
tinctiveness of the noonday san. Her own incon- 
sistent and contradictory stories covered her with 
judgment, and involved her‘in the toils and meshes 
of inextricable condemnation. Never was there a 
more striking case of the certainty with which the 
devil betrays his own followers. The stupid instru- 
ment with which he worked, reveled her diabolical 
agcney in nearly all of her efforts to hide it. Both 
what she said and what she did not say,convicted her. 
Her sdmissions and denials were enclosed round 
about with the irrisistible evidence of guilt. Her 
interrogatories condemned her, and her answers 
condemned her. Wheiher she spoke or whether she 
sank back in dogged silence, the weight of censure 
still rested with overwhelming pressure upon her 
guilty brows. But let us ‘unfold these bloody cir- 
cumstances more connectedly, in the order of their 
occurrence, and we slial! see more clearly what 
DESPERATE PLUNGES 
can be made by purely ignorant villainy. A little 
after 12 o'clock, on Monday night of last week, 
Bridget Dergen, the barbarous principal in this 
tragedy, hurried out of Dr. Coriell’s house in her 
night dresa, bearing the Doctor’s two year old infant 
in her arms, and running a short distance to the 
house of a namesake and distant relative of the 
Doctor, there commenced a loud rapping at the 
door, which at once awakened the proprietor. He 
raised the window to ascertain the cause of all this 
nocturnal uproar, and there discovered the Doctor’s 
servant girl, with the Doctor's child in fer arms, 
clamoring for admittance. He asked her what she 
wanted, and she replied that there was trouble at 
tbe Doctor’s hcuse. Upon this be directed her to 
run across the way to the house of the village clergy- 
man, the Rev. Wm. C. Little, while he got ready to 
come down. The girl did as she was told, proceeded 
to the clergyman’s door, and there commenced a 
similar rapping. The clergyman was awakened by 
the ducr-pounding, and in the first instance recog- 
nized an Irish girl’s voice crying, ‘Ob, dear, let me 
in, let me in.” 

The clergyman could not at first understand 
the girl’s “brogue,” in his midnight bewilder- 
ment at being thus awakened, but he svon made his 
appearance at the doo; and let her in, when the gir] 
told him that the child in her arms was Dr. Coriell’s, 
a little girl two years old. The clergyman’s first im- 
pression was that the girl was insane, and knowing 
the tender care the child received at home, he was 
surprised to find it at his door in its night clothes. 
He soon discovered that the woman carrying the 
child was Bridget Dergen, a servant of the doctor's, 
who had been in the family about two months, and 
was about to be discharged, ss he understood, be- 
cause she was subject to fits, irom which she had 
recently recovered. Bridgct was attired at the time 
in a dark calico waist and a white outside skirt, 
which the clergyman at once discovered was marked 
by a fresh, crimson-colored blood-stain, about the 
nize of a breakfast plate. This mark was on the left 
side, about a foot below the waist. 

The clergyman observed this extraordinary mark 

directly aftcr he had struck a light in admitting the 
girl, and the sight at first suggested a scene of long 
fn Witch eve had comohow beem injured. The br 
yourder-stain rivetted the clergyman’s attention for 
& moment, and as he gazed at it, obviously observ- 
ing the object of his intense attention, the girl rose 
from ber scat, drew the gortion of her skirt bearing 
the mark under her and sat uponit. She then pro- 
ceeded to state to the clergyman rapidly, that two 
men had called at Dr. Coricll’s about an hour before 
and inquired if the doctor was at home. Being an- 
swered in the negative, they left, saying they would 
go ond see the doctor where be was said tobe. Af- 
terwards, according to Bridget’s story at this time, 
the same men returned, Bridget being at this time 
singing the babyto sleep. They entered that part 
of the house in which Mre. Coriell then was, and 
soon after they entered, Mrs. Coriell confusedly 
opened the door leading to the apartment in which 
the servant and the baby were, and cried, “run for 
the doctor, Bridget.” 

In this connection the girl volunteered to say to 
the clergyman, that she did not know whether the 
house was on fire or not, though no inquiry had been 
inade of her respecting that subject. She continued 
her story by remarking, that Mrs. Coriell was up 
stairs, and she guessed she was alraid. She further 
observed to the clergyman that she had been at Mr. 
Isracl Coriell’s, a second neighbor from the doctor 
and fifteen rods distant, and that they would not let 
her in, but told her to come to the clergyman’s house, 
abont cight rods distant. 

After this hurried statement from tbe servant, hay- 
ing a vague anticipation of trouble on reaching the 
doctor’s house, the clergyman looked around for 
some effective weapon for defence, and found, pre- 
paratory to starting, an old disabled carbine, atrophy 
of Cedar Creek, the only weapon in the house. QOb- 
serving this warlike preparation, Br:dg-t remarked : 
“You needn’t get that, for you'll have no use for it, 
for they won't be thcre when you get there.” While 
meking this observation, the givl’s face was over- 
spread by a peculiar smile. But no time was to be 
lost in reaching the scene of trouble. Dr. Corell’s 
infant child, strongly flavored at the time with an 
odor ot kerosene, or of smoke on its garments, was 
left in bed with the clergyman’s wife. Quickly call- 
ing up two men by the name of Low who lived near 
by, the clergyman hastened to the doctor's house, 
Bridget following with entire apparent willingness. 
On reaching the house, no light was visible. The 
clergyman opened the door and called, ‘‘ Mra.Coriell, 
friends have come, where are you?” But he receiv- 
ed no reply. He then ran to the house of Mr. Hillier, 
living about six rods distant, obtained a lamp and

probability the evidence of the responsible author of 

the awful murder, was bound up in the condition of 

things directly connected with the premises, and it 

was resolved to make a desperate effort to save 

them. The clergyman volunteered to enter the 

room and throw on water, while others handed it to 

him, for by this time the smoke had cleared away, 

and the flames were readily seen. He remained in 

this effort as long as his lungs could possibly endure 

it, and soon after the neighbors had the flames en- 

tirely subdued. The clergyman’s watch showed just 

before entering the burning room, that it was forty- 

five minutes past twelve. 

As soon ae the smoke had been fully dispelled 
from the room, and lights were brought to bear upon 
the scene, a spectacle presented itself to the eyes of 
the horror-stricken observers, that made the blood 
freeze in the veins of the most sturdy. On every 
side were evidences of fearful struggle. The bed, 
with its posts blackened and charred; the bed- 
clothes, which had been dragged to the floor in the 
scuffie, and lay huddled here and there in ragged 
heaps, stained with blood and gore ; matted feathers 
torn from the pillows; the kerosene lamp broken 
into fragmente under the half-consumed crib in 
which the little child had that night been put to 
sleep by its mether, together with the broken chair, 
with the splinters plastered with coagulated blood ; 
all these signs betokened a strife, that must have 
been one in which the victim contended for life as 
fiercely, as did the murderer to do her hellish work 
completely. But the saddest sight of all, the one 
that harrowed the hearts of all those who crowded 
round the corpse and gazed, with pallid cheek and 
trembling lip, upon the upturned, mangled face of 
the dead, was the body of the unfortunate victim. 
There was not an inch of flesh from the forehead to 
the breast,that was not covered with hideous gashea. 
The jugular vein was torn out, not cut, and the deep 
imprint of four teeth was visible in the right cheek. 
Twenty-three stabs in all had the murderer made, 
any one of which would have in all probability been 
the cause of the death of the victim. 


THE MURDERESS’S SECOND STATEMENT. 
As soon as the excitement occasioned by the ter- 
rible occurrence had somewhat subsided, the ser- 
vant girl, Bridget Dergen, was questioned as to 
what she knew of the matter. She said that about 
half-past eight o’clock that evening, two men called 
at the house and asked to see Dr. Coriell, but were 
told that he had gone out to visit a patient. At 
half-paet ten o’clock they called again, while she was 
in the kitchen, and her mistress lying on a lounge 
in the sitting room. Shortly after they had entered, 
she heard Mrs. Coriell scream, and call out to her 
to take the child away and go for the Doctor. With- 
out stopping to see what was the matter, éhe says 
she ran out and alarmed the neighbors, and on re- 
turning with them found the bed-room on fire, and 
her mistress dead. An examination of the premises 
showed that no valuables bad been taken, though 
the bureau up stairs had two drawers about half 
drawn out, and was partially upset, as if in the act 
of pulling the drawers. 

A messenger was promptly sent for Dr. Coriell, 
who was professionally engaged two or three miles 
distant, while despatches were sent to the telegraph 
office, through which the foregoing facta were at 
once telegraphed to this city, and detectives put on 
the look-out for the mnrderers. In the meantime, 
Detectives Wilson, Morris, and other officers on the 
Jersey side, were sent to the scene of the tragedy, 
to see what they couli do to ferret out the where- 
abouts of the perpetrators of the bloody deed. Thus 
the dreary night wore away. But the more the 
facts were investigated and analyzed, the more dis- 
tinctly did general suspicien fasten upon the servant 
girl, as the incarnate mothe of the devil, who had 
perpetrated the deed. Still Bridget was not at once

ily conceived. He was entirely prostrated and un- 
strung. He wrung his hands aud wept like a child, 
and thus paced to and froin indiscribable agony till 
daylight. On the morning following the murder, a 
group of neighbors was assembled at the house of 
the clergyman, Mr. Little, discussing the circum- 
stances of the tragedy. The servant girl was also 
there, as was also the bereaved Dr. Coriell, still 
weeping, and in a condition of great mental anguish. 
The case becoming more and more clear against 
the murderous Bridget, after the Doctor had for a 
few moments been walking about, absorbed in the 
agony of his great affliction, as i€ intently révolving 
the evidence around the bloody mystery, be sud- 
denly turned in the direction of Bridget, and ad- 
dressing her with sternly sad and sorrowing accents, 
he said, “ Bridget, you have murdered my wife!” 
To this abrupé salutation, the murderess coolly an- 
swered with the merest animal stolidity and insen- 
sibility, ‘‘no, I didn’t, neither.” But the circum- 
stances of the bloody mystery were fast clearing up, 
and the story about the two strange men entering

A COROKER'S INQUEST. 
was summoned, and a jury finally empannelled by 
Squire Baars, the ultimate results of whose investi- 
gation, to the amazement now of but few of the 
towspeople, showed beyond all shadow of doubt, that 
not only was the murder not committed by the two 
men in question, but that no less a person than the 
doctor’s own servant girl, was the actual perpetraior 
of the deed, and that she concocted the story of the 
robbers, hoping by its pleusibility, to shield herself 
from all consequences of her fiendish act. 
The wife of Dr. Coriell’s neighbor, Mrs. Hillier, 
whose bed-room is only about one hundred feet from 
the ductor’s house, testified that abvut 12 o’clock of 
the fatal night, she heard heavy pounding at Dr. 
Coriell’s, like pounding a chair on the floor—two bro- 
ken chairs, one with blood attached, were found on 
the premises—for about fiweminutes ; afew moments 
after she beard a crying like acbild, only louder, and 
a voice, ‘Oh, my poor baby, my poor baby.” She 
awoke her husband and said she thought they were 
being murdered at Dr. Coriell’s, but the husband 
attributed it to her extreme nervousness. Mrs. Hil- 
lier nevertheless rose and looked out of the wiudow, 
saw a Jight and objects intercepting it, but could dis- 
tinguish nothing.

The guilty woman finally @tated, that the crime 
was committed by two men at the depot, who had 
threateued the life of the Doctor several times in 
her presence.

TESTIMONY OF BRIDGET DERGEN, THE MURDERESS. 
The witness said: 


I came from Ireland two years ago; have been 
here four months; two men eame to the doctor's 
last night and seked for the doctor, about half-past 
eight in the evening of Monday; when told he 
gone out they said they would go after him; one 
was 8 big man and the other was a medium sized 
man ; one had long whiskers; about half-pset ten 
o’clock two men, who looked like the two who had 
called at eight o’clock, knocked at the kitchen door 
and I went out to open it, Mrs. Coriell telling me that 
it must be the doctor; while I was going to the 
kitehen oo knocked at the sitting room r, and 
Mrs. Coriell, who was lying on the lounge, got u 
and opened it ; soon afterwards I heard her cry ou 
tomeina choking voice, ‘‘Go for the doctor ;” Thad 
the child in my arms, andI ran out, and as I got 
near the gate heard her call out to me to come 
back, that she would save me if I were being killed ;

Seeing herself 
tus baffled in her determined efforts to fix the crime 
upon somebody, Bridget sprang up, upsetting the 
chair behind her, in the desperate energy of her 
spring from it, and, striking the table with her fist, 
cried out, ‘Who'll dare swear I did the murder ? 
You've all questioned me, and think I did it. What 
else do you want to know? I know who did it, but 
I won’t teli you.”

The girl was then fully committed for trial, and 
the constable, Mr. Fitewarth, immediately proceed- 
edwith her to the Middlesex county jail, in New 
Brunswick. The popular excitement awakened by 
the“detailed disclosure of this horrible butchery, 
was fearful beyond description. 

The officers in charge of the accused, were com- 
pelled to act with rare prudence snd caution te pro- 
tect her from the vengeance of the mob, and, woman 
though she was, such was the indignation awakened 
by the unparalleled outrage, had they been able to 
lay hands on her, the gallows would doubtless have 
been spared its anticipated victim. There would 
have been nothing left of Bridget Dergen. But 
luckily, she was quietly passed on her way to jail in 
& close carriage, though that carriage was waylaid 
and seriously threatened at several points along its 
route. Tho more the dreadful circumstances were 
‘relt upon, the more aggravating did the case look, 
waile the evidence pointed with crushing force te- 
wards the accused Irish servant. Mrs. Coriell was 
found covered over, not only with stabs, but with 
cuts, bruises, bites and scratches. Her left jugular 
was laid open with two horrible gashes, while her 
cheek and shoulder bore the marks of the assassin’s 
teeth, cntting nearly to the bone. The thumb and 
httle finger of the right hand were nearly cat off, 
and there was aleo a deep gash in the middle of the 
hand, caused, probably, by the struggling woman's 
defensive grasping the blade of the murderous 
knife. There were, besides, three distinct stabs in 
the victim's side, presenting, altogether, a most 
sickening and revolting spectacle. The butcher 
knife with which the fearfol work was done, and

THEORY OF THE ASSASSINATION. 

We have formed an opinion of the manner and 
successive stages of this fearful murder, which we 
herewith submit in closing this melancholy report. 
After listening to all the testimony, and becoming 
fully familiar with all the developments thus fer re- 
vealed, we have come.tothe following general con- 
clusions: It appears te us that Mre. Coriell had, in 
the first instance, bécome in some Way alarmed 
about the safety of her child, and hence near the 
first of the disturbanoe, Mrs. C. cried, “‘Oh, my 
poor baby, my poor baby!” She was then made her- 
self the subjectof devilish anger, and driven about 
the room witb the butcher knife, in which the inside 
of her right hand was cut to the bone several times, 
and the bedroom door casing stained by the print of 
her hand in the sitting room. She wae finally 
driven to ‘the extremity of the bedroom, where the 
feather beds and pillows were used as defence ; 
hence feathers scattered all over the room. There 
she probabfy received her worst wounds, ae nearly 
all the blood was on the bedding. Being considered 
dead, the bed was ignited by means of the kerosene 
lamp, pieces of which were scattered about the 
room, while the child still lay in the cradle. After- 
wards, God’s good Providence eo overruled this fem- 
inine fiend, that the child was rescued from the 
burning crib with only its hair singed, and a little 
blood on its night-dress. The bedroom doors were 
then closed, and th dying Mrs. Coriell proba- 
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of the room,,open the windows, and staining the sill 
underneath with her blood, and before she could 

n the shutters, fell exhausted upon the floor, 
where Mr. Little found her, with her garments 
burned, but a very little. It affords some consola- 
tion, however, amid all this horrid work, to bear 
testimony to the exalted worth and amiable charac- 
ter of the murdered lady. Her refined sensibilities, 
womanly graces, Christian virtues, and devotedness 
to the various duties of a wife, mother, daughter, 
Christian and friend, endeared her tu all who knew 
her, and renders it almost impossible that any one 
short of a fiend incarnate, should thirst for her 


blood. 
THE DEVIL'S CONFESSION. 


Since writing the above, we learn that the girl, 
Bridget, has confessed the commission of the atro- 
cious deed.

officials at the workhouse. Having been beaten 
black and blue for protesting against his illegal 
detention, a third party, in the interest of his 
tyrants, advised him to escape. The object of 
that advice was to get rid of one whose evidence 
of official brutality is most damnatory ; the guns 
of the guard were awaiting his attempt to escape, 
and these he avoided by prudently declining the 
advice proffered him. And again, it is charged 
that men crazy with delirium tremens are sent to 
the workhouse, immured in dark stone cells, and 
there left unrestrained to dash their poor heads 
against the walls, foaming, and shrieking and 
gibbering in their wild frenzy until, in ob- 
scurity and neglect, death at length mercifully 
closes upon their earthly sufferings—and all that 
within the hearing of professedly Christian men! 
The custodians of our criminals should realize 
that when society, for its protection, consigns 
offenders to imprisonment, it does not at all de- 
sign that they should be treated as entirely out- 
side the pale of humanity. ‘The reasons for 
confining the wrong-doer in a prison are three- 
fold: punitive, deterrent, and reformatory. Bru- 
tal inhumanity, superadded to the privations of 
ordinary ‘pfison discipline, certainly cannot 
awaken a penitential feeling in the minds of 
those subjected to it. In such case reformation 
is unattainable ; nay, of necessity almost, the 
passive ebjects of such treatment will become 
morally imbrated, and leave the prison vowing 
vengeance against society as the author of the 
gross wrong done them by super-serviceable or 
creel officials. Therein society is blamed wrong- 
ly, for when it consigns the law-breakers to im 
prisonment, it has no intention whatever of 
relegating them to the subjection of a discipline 


and adopted danghter of the late Dr. Bunyon, of tiostly dependent upon the caprices of the infuri- 


ated or drunken onderstrappers of a prison. 
Humanity forbids that the criminal should be 
lest sight of, even though the walls of a peniten- 
tlary surround him. Degraded and sinful though 
he be, yet society does tot design that the 
unfortunate may be clubbed, battered and ham- 
mered at will, or, unimpeded, be left to dash his 
brains out in the delirium of over-mastering 
disease. No--no. Society is not willing that 
the Dante inscription should be affixed to its 
places of correction and reformation-— 
‘*Lasciate ogni eperanza 
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Voi ch’ entrate. 

The criminal should not leave every hope be- 
hind him in the outside world upon entering upon 
his punishment. The object of the latter is to 
reform and prepare him to stand opce more 
among his fellow men prepared te do right—re- 
gretful for the past. Then, we say, let no drunken 
under-keeper’s club knock the good intentions 
out of the penitent convict, who fain would 
wholesomely digest the corrective lesson assigned 
him by the law's decree. 

This community pays cheerfully and abundantly 
well for the safe keeping and proper treatment of 
the convicts under the care of the Commission- 
ers of Charities and Corrections ; and to those 
gentlemen the community looks foran exact ful- 
fillment of the highly important trust confided in 
them. We are glad to learn that the Commis- 
sioners have been aroused to a sense of what is due 
Irom wwem to tne paouc 10 Tegura w vhu uylog 
abuses above mentioned, and propose to hold an 
investigation with a view to inaugurate certain 
much-needed reforms. Blackwell's Island is an 
Augean stable sorely in need of cleansing. We 
hope the Commissioners will effect that great 
work speedily, and so avoid the necessity of an 
appeal to the Legislature to appoint an investi- 
gating committee composed of earnest, deter- 
mined men, who will probe these ulcers to the 
quick, and, if need be, apply the caus‘ic with an 
unstinted hand. In the meantime, however, we 
await the Commissioners’ investigation, an in- 
quiry which, of all things, we hope will be open, 
above-board and exhaustive as reformatory in its 
sequences.

of Mary Wagner, in Broome street on the afternoon of the 2st 
of July, 1965, was one of such apparent fiendish atrocity as to 
almost curdle the heart’s blood of those who perused the de- 
tails of it as published in our met litan j Is. It is al- 
leged that Wagner had been abroad all the morning of the day 
in question carousing with his friends, and indulging too freely 
in the use of spirituous liquors and returned to his home in a 
state of intoxication. There had been some dispute between 
Wagner and his wife in relation to some money matters. Mrs. 
Wi had become exasperated at the conduct of her hus- 
bent, and his eoming home intoxicated led her to reproach him 
with his neglect of her, and the di 1 course he was pat 
suing. Wagner became angry at this and quarrelled with his 
wife, which assumed such an alarming feature that Mrs. Wag- 
ner became terrified and rushed from the house pursued 
the now maddened man, who overtook her in the hallway. In 
his pursuit he had seized an axe lying near him, and when he 
ad gr her by the back of her clothing he raised the are 
above his head, and with a powerful se of his muscles 
brought it down pea her head, burying it over ‘ourths 
in her skull, and killing her almost instantly.

The defence acknowledged that a murder had 
been committed, and that the prisoner had killed his wife, but 
claimed that it was done during mental aberraion of mind ;

THE EXECUTION OF GARDINER 
AT ELMIRA 


For the Murder ef Amada Mulock. 
THE MURDERER OONFESSES HIS GUILT. 


Shocking Scene at the Execution. — 


THE ROPE PARTLY BBEAES, IS SPLICED, AND 
THE CULPRIT RE-STRANGLED. 


The offended majesty of the law has been again 
signaly vindicated evan though after long delay. 
On Friday, March ist inst., within the prison ya 
of the county jail in the city of Elmira, N. Y., Henry 
E. Gardiner, convicted of the murder of Amasa 
Mulock, expiated his crime upon the gallows. The 
history of the crime, which was one of peculiar 
atrocity and cold-bloodedness, dates back to Decem- 
ber, 1864. The clzoumotnes* = oe as developed 
upon the trial, were brieily as fo : 

Mr. Mulock, the deceased, was an aged and indus- 
trious citizen of Elmira, and his brutal assassin 
was a soldier in Company E, Twelfth United States 
Regulars. It is not known when or where they first 
met, but they were @ret seen together about the 
1st of December, 1864, at Mulock’s boarding-honse. 
Gardiner went there several times, ostensibly to get 
board for a wife, whom he represented he had 
bearding at a hotel at en extravagant price. This 
was a false statement. He also visited, for the same 
purpose, a daughter of the murdered man, endea- 
voring, a8 it seemed, to get into Mulock’s com pany 
and create an intimacy between himself and his in- 
tended victim. This state of affairs continued to 
the 29th of December. When Gardiner again called 
at Mulock’s boarding-house, about nine in the morn- 
ing of that day, after putting on a pair of Mulock’s 
boots, and leaving his army shees, he left the house 
in company with Mulock, and when last seen the 
two were travelling on foot in the tion of a 
piece of wcods about two miles distant from the 
camp of Gardiner’s regiment. Mulock was never 
afterward scen alive. At the time they left Mulock’s 
residence the deceased had upon person a Jarge 
amount of money, two watches and a locket with 
chains, of which Gardiner had full knowledge, 
having seen him sew "p his money in his inner 
shirt pocket just before they left the house. Prior 
to this Gardiner had been without a watch or money, 
and had repeatedly attempted to borrowemall sums 
of his comrades. Just sfter the commission of the 
homicide he was shown to be “‘ flush” of means and 
profligate of expenditure, and had two silver watches 
which he freely sported. One of these was identified 
as having belonged to Mulock. On the 19th of 
March the dead body of a man, su uenttly ascer- 
tained to be that of Mulock, was found by two sol- 
diers in the clump of woods extending down the 
mountain side, toward which the two men had been 
seen to go. The dead man lay on his back, the left 
hand upon the waist, and the pockets turned inside 
out. The face was gashed, broken, and disfigured. 
Near by were the broken fragments of an army 
musket besmeared with blood and hair. Gardiner, 
who was still at the barracks, was arrested, and an 
indictment found against him in May. His counsel 
interposed a want of jurisdiction, alleging that Gar- 
diner. being in the military service of the United 
States, was not amenable to the civil tribunal. The 
objection wag overruled, and Gardiner, on the 9th 
April, 1866, was found guilty of murder. The case 
went twice to the General Term upon a writ of er- 

ror, 80 that the final sentence was not pronounced 
until last January. 
THE GOVERNOR APPEALED TO, 


Last week the District Attorney of the county, E. 
F. Babcock, and H. B. Smith, of counsel for the 
condemned, went to Albany, the one seeking execu- 
tive clemency in behalf of his client, and the other to 
argue against its extension. The Governor gave 
the case a forme] hearing for three hours, and on 
Wednesday informed Gardinet’s counsel that execu- 
tive interference could not be interposed to stay the 
course of the law. Thisintelligence was communi- 
cated to the culprit by his counsel on Thursday 
evening. 

THE CULPRI1’S DEMEANOR. 

Gardiner bore up well under this crushing an- 
nouncement, remarking that he was glad the time 
left him was so short—that he had nothing to live 
for in this world. On Wednesday he made a pre- 
tended confession, which, just before the arrival of 
his counsel from Albany next day, he solemnly de- 
clared to be true, Upon meeting Mr. Smith, his 
counsel, he greeted him with “T feel happy ; | am 
going home.” When asked if the time seemed 
short, he said, ‘‘No; the shorter the better,” and 
added, ‘lam going to meet my God.” He said he 
had spent thé most of his time in prayer and com- 
munion with God. His counsel informed him that 

_he had done all in his — to get a commutation 
of -aaitence; but had utterly failed. Hesaidhe had 
beer. sold 80, Then cevnsel alluded to the written 
conf: gion that had been made, and asked him, 
*“*Whyg, Henry, we te tell me that this gir) had 

d yeu to get Mulock out into the woods?” Gar- 
tiuee suewered that she did not tell him and did 
uci kw ¥ beforehand that be was going; she got 
most ¢: the money that he took from Mulock’s 
boty, at wastrue, as he had stated, that he “didn’t 
kuow Muleck had murney. - wer

further he confessed that he saw Mulock put the 


money in his pocket that morning, but that Mulock 
did nut sew up the shirt pocket. He did not intend 
x ke! him that morning when he went to bis house. 
smith took Gardiner by the hand and told him 
he feared he was not telling the truth. After some 
hesitation he said he would now speak truly. 
THE FULL CONFESSION. 


Mr. Smith asked him if he did not intend to take 
Mulock’s life, to which query he replied as follows, 
viz :— 

That night I was on guard, I loved that girl; as 
I walked my beat Satan kept suggesting to me to 
get some money for her, and to go and take that 
man’s life; I waited till morning, and then went 
down and asked him if he did not want to go out; I 
didn’t know of his having over $100; only fouad 
$100, two watches, and a jack-knife on hia body; 
sold one of the watches to Bill Cook, the other toa 
watchmaker on Railroad street; did not throw one 
of them into the canal; I did mean to kill him when 
I went out that ar 

Mr. Smith then asked him why he left his army 
shoes there, and put his boots on, if he did not know 
he was sure of being detected. _ 

Gardiner replied—I did not think anything about 
that; [liked that girl anyway ; he asked me if I 
did not want a pair of boots; as to wearing the 
watches and chains, I don’t think anything about 
it; he went up to the camp; I went after my gun; 
when we started out, I intended to shoot him ; had 
borrowed five dollars of him a few days before ; told 
him a man lived up there on the hill and I coutd get 
it of him by going up; after we got into the woods, 
I drew my gun on him, and told him to deliver up 
his money ; I am telling the truth now before God ; 
he halloed some ; can’t say what he said; I pulled 
my gun two or three times ; I conld not pull it off, 
and finally it snapped; then I struck him with the 
end of the gun ; did not knock him down ; he stum- 
bled ; struck him three times; the last blow the 
breech of the struck the ground and broke. 

Q. What did he say to you when you attacked him ? 
A. I can’t remember ; think he said, “Oh! oh!” 
there was no handkerchief on his head, I know ; his 
hat fell off as he fell down; it was bad women and 
bad liquors that brought me to this; I took the 
watches and the knife ; got the money out of the 
pocket in the shirt; it was not sewed up; came 
down to the camp and — in my tent for half an 
hour ; went to a house on Railroad street and bought 
me a suit of citizens clothes; did not intend < 
fore that to go off, bat nowI thought I would go 
home and see my folks; after I got the clothes I 
went down to Mrs. ,» on street ; I left 
the clothes there ; went out and met this girl on the 
street ; she advised me to stay with her; did not 
tell her what I had done; we went to Horse-heads 
and stayed all night ; next morning we went to Sher- 
woods ; then we went up to Pinewoods; when we 
came home my money was all gone but four or five 
dollars ; my clothes cost thirty-five dollars ; kept 
company with this girl for about four days; after 
the murder she went to . Kromer’s an went 
with her; took back the new clothes and got twenty 
dollars for them. The first confession I made was 
on the advice of Beam and Pratt. That was when I 
put the crime on to Maine. This story is true. I 
am happy now and ready to die, I feel better tell- 
ing this story than I did the ether. 

CRUEL JOKING AT GARDINER’S EXPENSE. 


It is stated that the prisoners eonfined in the jail 
indulged in most heartless practices upon the weak- 
nesses of the doomed man. If be true, then 
tbe conduct of the {i Ofticials, in permitting such 
shameful practical joking under the circumstances. 
is entitled to the severest reprobation. Ita 
on the trial that Gardiner made one confession, 
charging it upon a man named Maine, at the insti- 
gation of these prisoners, who told him they could 
get him out of it in that way, They were anxious 
to get $100 which they supposed was in his posses- 
sion.

The sheriff of the county, Edward Howell, and his 
assistant, then ascended the platform of the scaf- 
fold, and the rope which was to do its fatal work 
was made secure to the beam. The physicians and 
persons required by statute to be — then 
ranged themeelves by direction of the Sheriff in line 
in front of the scaffold. 

THE EXECUTION. 

At twenty minutes to 1 the prisoner wae brought 
out, leaning upon the arms of the Sheriff and an as- 
sistant. He was dressed in a threadbare black sui 
and on his head was the fatal black cap. He walke 
steadily up the steps to the platform, maintaining a 
quiet and firm demeanor. He stood up, lookin 
straight forward while the District Attorney re 
the warrant for the execution. The Sheriff then ad- 
dressed Gardiner, telling him that he had now an 
opportunity, if he desired, to speak to those present. 
ardiner, in a low, subdued tone of voice, said : 
‘‘ Now, my dear friends, if there are any among you 
who have been addicted to drinking liquor, or who 
have bad associates, I beg you to keep away from 
them, for they will surely be the ruination of any 
man.

A Fiendish Murder. 
A Lrrrue Boy Roastep To DEATH By HIS AUNT. 


Franklin county, N. C., was the sceneof a most 
shocking act of murderous barbarity, on the night 
of Sunday, Jan. 2ist.

the corner of the chimney. They then caught 
Jerry, and after cutting him with an axe, making a 
frightful wound on his neck, pushed him into the 
large fire.
